MORMON REFORM. 


Joseph Smith, a Son of the Prophet, 
and the Polygamous Brethren. 


An Effort to Return to the Original 
Ways of the Church—The Josephites 
and Brighamites—The Prosecution 
of Polygamists. 


Special Cerresnondence of the Pest-Dispatch 

Sal Laxx, June 27.—Since the polygamous Mor- 
mons became convinced that the present prosecu- 
tions were not to be laughed off or dodged there has 
been a general advance of the lines of those worthy 
people who have long been fighting the evil by moral 
suasion. The Christian missions are unusually busy 
and several Josephite elders are here preaching in 


ways of the church. Much interest has been taken 
in those meetings, particularly amopg the Joseph- 
ites, and itis expected that great good will be ac- 
complished and bring them to the idea of Mormon- 
ism which Joseph Smith “the martyr” taught— 
that is nothing but a supplement to Obristianity— 
and they have always beenthe inveterate foes 
of the , Brighamites, or polygamists, 
The Josephites are .seattered through 
the Mississippi Valley and are a very goodly 

ple, who grieve in spirit over the degeneracy of 
their poly gamous brethren in Utah. Tae announce- 
ment that Joseph Smith, a son of the prophet 
whom Mormons of every description hold dear, 
would _ here, was received with great inter- 
est. and every time that he has spoken he has been 
greeted by large audiences made up of Josephites, 
Gentiles, Utah Mormons and Saints. The burden 
of his remarks has been that Israel is scattered 
and that there must be some 
great underlying cause. He has shown 
that in fifteen years after the discovery of the 
Book of Mormon there were more than 200,000 con- 
verts, and now, he says, fitty years later, there are 
not that many members of the church.

LEAVEN WorRTH, Kan. Juiy 6.—A brief interview, 
has been obtained with Koman Nose, the renegade 
Sioux, who has cast his lot with the Cheyennes and 
has apparently devoted his energies to making 
trouble. He possesses a considerable following 
among the Cheyennes, and has led several raids on 
the cattle of the companies which have leased 
grazing land from the Cheyennes and Arapahoes 
His complaints are chiefly against the cattle com- 
panies, which, he asserts, have fenced in much of 
the best hunting land and forced the Indians to 
tramp over sterile plains in search of game. He 
claims that the payments made by the cattle com- 
panies tothe Cheyennes and Arapahoes are not 
fairly divided, and that tke cattle turned over to the 
Indians and branded to denote their ownership, are 
'“gobbled"’ by the bigger chiefs to the exclusion of 


the lesser ones. He believes that before long there 
will be a general Indian war and that the Indians 
might as well die fignting as to be driven about and 
hemmed in and starved by white men. The war, 
said he, will begin with the Cheyennes and Arapa- 
and then the Co oa, Apaches, Kiowas, 
and other tribes will jom and fight even to

— The order issued to supply the 
police, if necessary, to-day, with muskets and fixed 
bayonets, has had a salutary effect, Very little op- 
position is belag made to the street cars running, 
the enemies of the company contenting themselves 
with standing at a respectful distance and venting 
their disdain in jeers and hootings.

THE ATTACK ON GENERAL COURCEY. 

Paris, July 6.—General Courcey, commander of 
the French forces, telegraphs from Hue in regard 
to the attack madeupon him by the Annamite 
garrison the night after his arrival 
at the capital. He gives the 
losses in killed and wounded of 
both sides, as follows: French 60, Annamite 1.500. 
After this engagement General Courcey occupied 
the citadel, which he found to contain 1,000 guns. 
He has ordered that reinforcements be 
sent from Hai-Phong. The press of Paris, 
speaking of the attack, insist that a se 
vere and striking punishment should de 
administered the Annamites. They also express 
the belief that the attack was the result of a con- 
spiracy fermented by China. M. De Freycinet, 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, has ordered Gen. 
Courcey to get from the Government at 
Hue an immediate reparation for the attack. 
It is said that the loss of the Frenoh in the fight 
at Hue, was much greater than Gen. Courcey re- 
ported it to be. It is also said that the position of 
Gen. Courcey’s force is a critical one, and that 
strong reinforcements have been sent to him from 
Tonquin. It is considered very probable 
that another campaign will have to be undertaken 
by the French, as the Anamites are resolved to op- 
pose French protection.

The Patient at Mt. McGregor Passes a Fair 
Night. 

Mr. McGraoor, N. T., July 6.—At 11 o'clock last 
night General Grant was asleep. He was partially 
awake at 2o0'clock and fully so at 2:80, when the 
doctor attended him to clear his throat after food 
had been given. When the physician had fin- 
ished, he asked the General how he felt and the 
reply, written upon his pad, was as follows: “I 
think quite well, doctor. When I got awake a half 
hour ago I didn’t feel in the slightest degree sleepy 
and feared my night's sleep was over, but I was 
asleep in a minute or two and have felt now as if I 
could hardly keep awake long enough to take food.” 


From this time to 6:30 this morning, the General 


slept, after which he again took food. He had his 
throat cleaned, was awake until about 8 o'clock, 
when he dozed again as he has through the fore- 
noon.

Zealand Abont Maxwell—An Essay 
on Tolls, 


The public must have been very much surprised 
during the last week at the mysterious ways in 
which some of the St. Louis newspapers move their 
wonders to perform. It appears that the G'obe- 
Democrat chartered Detective Tracey, and the 
Republican subsidized Detective Badger 
to send each paper early and trustworthy in- 
formation of the capture and extradition of Walter 
H. Lennox-Maxwell at Auckland, New Zealand. 


Mr. McCullagh selected a number of telegrams cal- 
culated to cover all possible phases of the case, 
which he entrusted to Mr. Tracey with instructions 
to select the right one and send it from Auckland 
when anything happened.

The richness of the dispatch was 
accentuate! by the statement that it had cost $4 50 
a word—that the two words Globe-Democrat had 
alone cost $9. This makes a sad case of 
misplaced confidence, for if the messenger boy col 
lected $4 50 a word for that dispatch, the G.-D. is 
out $116a word. The New Zealand toll is $3 34.

This one word Rats“ was amplified out until all 
the sickening details of the murder were given. In

ler. A long description of the manner in 
which Maxwell received the officers was wrapped 
up somewhere between tne a“ and et,“ while a 
circumstantial account of the manner in which 
Maxwell is coming home to prove his innocence 
was found in the up twist of the finai “s.” 
This message cost $13 36. but when padded out 
bore all the outward semblance of a message that 
bad cost $742 14. It was a remarkable coincidence 
that 98 per cent of the matter cabled to the Repub- 
lican had been a couple of weeks 
previously” telegraphed to the Post-Dispatcos from 
San Francisco, out of the Auckland pers when 
they came in. The other 2 per cent of the Repub- 
lican's information was three-fourths conjecture 
and one-fourth doubt. Thus, however, morning 
paper enterprise was vindicated. A thousand doi- 
lars’ worth of alleged cable news was bullt upon a 
foundation of misinformation and guess work, and 
the people of St. Louis had their choice of two 
radically different and utterly inconsistent stories, 
as to which you pays your money and you takes 
our choice.” According to the Republican, 
well if so anxious to get back that 
if there was any hitch in ihe extradition 
proceedings, be would escape from prison and pay 
the fficer’s fare back to St. Louis for the purpose 
of getting here.

THE PRESIDENT'S DAY. 


What Cleveland Does Between 7 
O'clock a. m. and Midnight. 
From the Philadeiphia Record. 

The President has so systematized his work 
that it does not trouble him. He is cool, calm, 
self-contained, and naturally industrious, with 
a happy faculty of concentrating his attention 
on the particular task before him, and he 
dispatches business as easily as he receives 
visitors. He is always up at 7 o'clock, and 
breakfasts at 8. After breakfast he goes at 
once to the library, the large oval room, where 
he spends most of his time. It is on the upper 
floor of the mansion, directly next to the 
ident’s private apartments. e Cabinet cham- 
ber opens out of it on the east, and next the 
Cabinet chamber is the office of the private 
secretary. Col. Lamont rises and breakfasts 
as early as the President, and is waiting for 
him when he enters the library. I know no 
other slightly built, nervous man who can do 
as much werk as can Col, Lamont. The Presi- 
dent finds on the big oaken desk in the ba 
window, behind which he takes his seat, suc 
letters and papers as Col, Lamont may have 


or out of the mail the day before. 

In the hour from 9 to 10 the President and 
his secretary, aided by the stenographer, will 
dispose of the morning business. hen it is 
time for the morning reception; receptions, 
rather, for Col, Lamont has as many visitors as 
the President. They have been gathering in 
the ante-rooms on the north side of the Man- 
sion for an hour, and still they come. They 
hand their cards to the doorkeepers (who love 
rare collections of queer and absurd cards), 
and, if they are admitted, pass into the library 
or the private secretary’s room, as the case 
may be. If the rush is greater than usual, 
Leoffler, the gray-haired soldier who is the 
chief doorkeeper, —— an overflow meet- 
ing in the Cabinet Chamber. From 10 until 12 
o’clock there is a constant movement into the 
two rooms. 

The President stands up throughout. He 
moves about as much as ble, though, for 
the sake of the exercise, s moves from man 
to man, from group to group. Everybody gets 
a chance to speak and a courteous reply. The 
President is kindly even to the undeserving.

Important Decision in a Case of Double- 
Barreled Assignment. 
In the matter of the assignment of Henry Lyon, 
Judge Thayer to-day rendered a decision overrul- 
ng the demurrer tothe return.

ership creditors resort to the individual fund. 
n making an assignment of his individual effects 
Henry Lyon expressly adopted the rule of distribu- 
tion provided by the assignment act and the 
statute respecting assignments contains no provision 
at variance with the equitable rule. The assignee 
of Henry Lyon should pay his individual creditors 
in full and distribute the residue to such firm cred- 
itors as have proven against the individual assets. 
This equitable method of distribution is not 
regarde as giting a preference. It was 
adopted in equity for the express 
rpose of preventing rship creditors from 
obtaining a preference hy e ting the partner- 
ship estate and coming in on equal footing with 
individual creditors as against. the ipdividual 
estate. 


BLOOD WILL TELL. 


The Youngest of the Dagonia Boys En 
Route te the Penitentiary. 

Five years ago the Jail contained three prisoners 
from Washington County—brothers, named Joseph, 
Antonio and Frank Dagonia—about whom a great 
deal of mistaken sympathy was wasted. They had 
committed a singularly brutal and cowardly mur- 
der at a country dance, following their victim into 
a rocky ravine and slaying him there in cold blood. 
The feeling against the murderers was so intense in 
Washington County that the authorities were 
obliged to send the prisoners for safe keeping to the 
St. Louis jeil. On their trial they were all three 
convicted, Joseph, the oldest of them, being found 
guilty of murder in the first degree and sentenced 
to death, and the others, pleading guilty to murder 
in the second degree, were given ten years each, 
Strenuous efforts were made in Joseph's be- 
half. by a local attorney. who succeeded in 
getting his sentence. commuted to imprisonment for 
life, and later on Governor Crittenden was induced 
to pardon all three murderers who went back to 
Washington Councy to live. A pretty sequel to this 
story of intercession and clemency was provided at 
the Four Courts this morning by the appearance 
there of Sheriff John A. Long, who had in charge 
Frank Dagonia, whom he was taking to Jefferson 
City to serve a three years’ term on a conviction of 
larceny, and desired to lodge in Jail for safe-keeping 
during the day. It is not known yet whether an- 
other effort will be made to secure executive 
elemency on his behalf. but according to Sheriff 
Long the people of Washington County would like 
to be heard from, onthe other side, the move- 
ment takes shape.

Continuing, he said that as far as he had had an 
opportunity of judging, the negotiations 
between Russia and England had been 
conducted with an earnest desire to arrive at an 
adequate settiement, but he was bound to say that 
the negotiations had not gone far enough to enable 
him to speak positively. He must asc their lord- 
ships not to attach too much importance 
these negotiations as final and conclusive, ; 
even when concluded, as the whole condition of 
affairs in Central Asia was very unsatisfactory and 
uncertain. We hope,” he said, to arrive at an 
amicable settlement of the difference in regard to | 
the Zulfikar Pass, which Engiand had promised 
the Ameer would be included in Afghanistan. 
What had been promised must be kept. What- 
ever settlement might be arrived at, it is our duty 
to skillfully devise and vigorously carry out 
measures for the defense of the Indian frontier. Fur- 
thermore, we should stretch out beyond. so that when 
the tide of war comes, it will not come near our 
defenses. These preparations must be promptly 
and energeticaliy made, and I trust that this policy 
will never be abandoned.“

Trade With Congo. 
From the New York Tribune. 

Along the entire coast the products are not 
at all unlike, the exports consisting principally 
of rubber, ground nuts, palm oil, palm nuts, 
cola nuts and gum co Some ivory is also 
exported, but in small quantities, the principal 
coast market for ivory being at different 
points in Angola. Common cotton and woolen 
goods, rum, gin, glass beads, guns, powder, to- 

o and common cutlery, make up the 
principal imports. Fifty per cent. of all the 
goods which go to the 1 awe gag pro- 
visions—are purchased in England. The gin 
comes from Holland. and is manufactured ex- 
pressly for the trade, the quantity being about 
40 per cent. of all the imports. The remaining 
10 per cent. may be distributed among other 
countries, A few bottles of trade gin will go 
much further in trade with the natives than 
ten times its value in cloth, and often it ha 
pens that traders are compelled to return to the 
coast without having accomplished a trade be- 
cause the natives insist upon having gin, while 
the trader was supplied with cloth alone. A 
native man can be induced to work ata factory 
for one or two days at a time, upon the assur- 
ance that he can, at the expiration of that 
time, have a bottle or two of gin; while if you 
offer him a piece of cloth it is doubtful whether 
he would work or not.. The coast women are 
fond of cloth, having a preference for gaudy 
colors. They are the work people of the coun- 
try, and if it were not for their industry, little 
or nothi would be gathered for foreign 
markets. The men lounge about, drinking, 
gossiping, fighting or hunting, asit may suit 
their tastes.

RUM AND REVOLVER. 


A Saloon Quarrel Results in a Protable 
Fatal Shooting. . 

About 5 o’clock yesterday morning a man named 
Ed. Coogan, alias Hennessy. asalesman fora Ohi- 
cago shoe house, shot and probably fatally wounded 
Wm. 8. Haynie of New York, The shooting took 
place on Pine street, near Twelfth, anda short dis- 
tance from Buchanan's saloon, where a quarrel had 
occurred between the two men. Haynie had been 
drinking freely and had quarreled in the saloon 
with Private Detective Mitchell anda man named 
Eberhard about midnight, but no fight occurred. 
Afterwards Haynie re-entered the saloon and was 
drinking with Ed.

He wanted Haynie to play pool, 
anda quarrel resulted, and Coogan afterwards 
failing to pay forthe drinks which he had lost 
throwing dice, Haynie whipped him and a friend 
who interfered. ynie gave Coogan's coat to the 
barkeeper for the drinks. Coogan then left. 
Shortly after, while Haynie and his party were 
strolling down the street, came up With a 
revolver in his hand. Parker ed out. 
and Haynie attempted to shield himself behind a 
telegraph pole, but too late, as Coogan fired and the 
ball struck Haynie in the shoulder. He grappled 
with his assailant, and the revolver was captured. 
Special Officer Hobbs arrested an. 8 
wife, who lives at 109 N. Twelfth street, met the 
party, and, in answer toa question, said she had 
seen the revolver before. The examination of 
Haynie's wound at the Dispensary showed that the 
ball had entered near the collar-bone, on the right 
side, and, ranging downward, had passed through 
his Jung and out under his arm- pit. The injured 
man was sent to the Dispensary, where he lies in a 
recarious condition, with little hopes of recovery.

KICKED TQ DEATH. 


Almer BH. Tong Killed ia a Drunken Brawl 
on Pine and Fourth Streets. 

Almer E. Tong, a telegraph operator for the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Company, was kicked to death on 
the corner of Fourth and Pine streets early on Sun- 
day morning. Wm. J. Kaiser is now in custody, 
charged with the murder. The story of the tragedy, 
collected from all the witnesses, runs about as fol- 
lows: There was an old quarrel between Tong and 
Kaiser, growing out of the telegraphers' strike, The 
matter had been patched up, and the men were on 
fairly good terms. Both had been, drinking 
on the Fourth, and they met on the Exc steps. 
on Third street, shortly after midnight. Tong was 
sitting there talking with two other telegraph men, 
Jos. Masker and Jack McGill. Kaiser with a man 
named Wm. Coghlan and oth also employes of 
the B. & O., joined the group. [bad been drink- 
ing. The party went to several saloons and Tong 
paid for most of the drinks. He reproached the 
others for this, and Kaiser and he engaged in a vio- 
lent altercation on the corner of Fourth and Pine 
streets. The outcome of this was that Kaiser 
knocked Tong down and kicked him savagely in the 
head. Tong never spoke again. He died in a 
few minutes of concussion of the brain, 
as a post mortem developed. Kaiser claims, 
and other witnesses state,that Tong hada knife out 
at the time he was knocked down, and defense 
will be along this line. 

About 11 o'clock last night Wm, J. Kaiser walked 
into the Fair Grounds Police Station and gave him- 
self up. His story of the affair makes the killin 
an act of self-defense on his part, and he states tha 
he would have given himself up earlier had he 
known that Tong was d Kaiser says that he 
has not seen Coghlan since a few minutes after the 
fight, and the latter is still missing.

WHO Is Hk? 


Mr. Frank M. O'Fallon Finds. a Corpse in 
His Wheat Field. 


On Friday morning last Mr. Frank M. O' Fallon 
found in the middle of one of the, wheat fields on 
his farm at Normandy the dead body of a man. 
The corpse had lain so long that the flesh had 
nearly disappeared and identification was impossi- 
ble. It had withered and bleached in the sunshine 
aod rain until it was really little more than a skele- 
ton. The clothes that covered the body were good 
and new. His coat was lined with silk. His shoes 
were new. He had on a white shirt with cuffs, but 
with neither collar nor necktie. He wore scapu- 
lars and medals, showing him to have 
been a Catholic. On the linen there 
was no mark or initial to establish 
his identity, and although his pockets were 
searched carefully, nothing was found in them. A 
careful review of all the incidents in the case would 
go to show that the deceased was a man 50 or 60 

ears of age, a Catholic, corpulent, and well to do. 
yond this all is conjecture. How the unknown 
came to his death isa mystery. The bones show 
no injury, and he may have been shot, stabbed or 
poisoned, or he may have died simply from ex- 
posure or hunger, for anything that remains to tell 
the story. The neighbors suspect foul play, 
but they have nothing but suspicion to go 
upon. e dead man gives no hint from which the 
mystery may be unraveled. On Saturday, Dr. 
Ferd Bohl, the coroner of St. Louis County held an 
inquest upon the remains, but the verdict throws 
no light upon the matter. Mr. Frank M. O'Fallon 
had the body buried at his own expense, in St. 
Peter's cemetery on Hunt avenue.
